The Friends of the Library 
USA (FOLUSA) is sponsoring 
the week and the Wilmington 
Friends are celebrating by 
offering extended hours at the 
Bookstore Next Door, 5:00 
p.m. to 7:00 p.m, every night 
and 4:00 p.m, - 7:00 p.m. 
Wednesday, where most 
books are priced from $0.50 to 
$2.00. Popular —_ authors, 
movies (DVD and VHS), 
cookbooks and much more 
are available in the entirely 
volunteer-run store. 

The Wilmington Friends 
were established in 1997 and 
since then have given over 
$100,000 in financial support 
in the form of programs, fur- 
nishings and equipment, 
training and support for staff, 
and museum passes, says 
Library Director Christina 
Stewart. Further the Friends 
provides volunteer support, 
by operating the Bookstore 
Next Door as cashiers and 
sorters, offering delivery to 
homebound residents, as well 
as serying refreshments at 


the library’s adult programs. 
Some of the innovating 
fundraising of the friends has 
even caught the eye of the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commissioners. 

“The Friends are innovative 
and dedicated people working 
hard to support the library,” 
praised Stewart in a conver- 
sation with the Crier this 
week. “I think we are very 
fortunate to have these 
superb volunteers helping to 
make the library the best it 
can be for the community.” 

The library is just coming 
off its busiest summer on 
record and while the library 
has fortunately not had to cut 
hours due to the budget crisis 
affected cities and towns 
across Massachusetts and the 
country, the staff and volun- 
teers pay close attention to 
the budget. 

The annual appeal letters 
will go out next week to previ- 
ous donors, all the Friends of 
the library and businesses 
that have a corporate giving 
policy or are technology ori- 
ented, says Friends President 
Marilyn Lamson, to coincide 
with the weeklong celebra- 
tion. This year the focus of 
the fundraising is on a tech- 
nology renovation for the 
meeting rooms.

Further, there will 
be a UN Day celebration at 
the State House in Boston at 
October 19 from 12:00 - 2:00 
p.m. featuring the Governor's 
UN Day proclamation, a 
keynote address, and musical , 
entertainment, according to 
the letter.

Wilmington’s last milkman

WILMINGTON - The recent 
death of Maynard “Red” 
Eaton brings back memories 
of the Knollwood Farm on 
Andover Street in North 
Wilmington. 

Red Eaton took over the 
dairy business of Tom and 
Mary Daly when Tom retired 
in the 1950s. The Dalys had 
operated the 160-acre farm 
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for more than 40 years. 
Historically, it was known as 
the Stanley farm. An 1856 
map shows the farm belong- 
ing to E. Beard. 

Sometime in the late 1800s, 
it was acquired by Eben 
Jordan, the founder of Jordan 
Marsh. He built a lavish 
Victorian house as his coun- 
try estate. There are stories 
of his mistress driving down 
to the North Wilmington 
depot to pick him up in a sur- 
rey. 

The farm was on the easter- 
ly side of Andover Street, 
north of where Route 125 now 
runs. Jonspin Road faces the 
site of the farmyard. The old 
Victorian house “Was torn 
down about three years ago. 

‘Tom Daly came down from 
Quebec and bought the prop- 
erty for back taxes in 1912. 
There were two barns, one on 
either side of the house. 


Red Eaton grew up on 
Ballardvale Street, and as a 
young man was operating a 
taxi business in North 
Wilmington, about 1950. When 
he went off to the Korean 
War, Rusty Brabant took over 
the taxi. Rusty had been the 
shop steward at Harriman’s 
Tannery. 

When Red returned from 
the Korean War in 1953, he 
went to work for Tom Daly. 
Then he bought the business. 

Robert Doucette and Lester 
Smith, Jr. both worked for 
Tom, and then for Red 
Lester Smith, Sr had also 
worked for Tom. “Smitty” 
later became the custodian of 
Wilmington High School 

Doucette accompanied Red 
to Arlington Ford when he 
bought a new 1959 Ford milk 
truck, painted aqua green 
and white. Red kept that 
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Red Eaton cared more 
about his customers than 
his bottom line.

aches and pains, headache, 
chills, sore throat, sudden 
dizziness, cough, head and 
lung congestion, fatigue and 
diarrhea/nausea. 

Immunization is the No. 1 
way to protect yourself and 
your family. There are two 
vaccines to consider this flu 
season: the seasonal vaccine 
and the 2009 HIN1 vaccine. 
While the distribution of sea- 
sonal influenza vaccines is 
slightly delayed due to pro- 
duction requirements for the 
HINI1 vaccine, no extended 
shortage is projected by the 
state at this time. 

The CDC’s_ Advisory 
Committee on Immunization 
Practices (ACIP) recom- 
mends that the following 
groups should receive the 
2009 HIN1 influenza vaccine 
first: pregnant women; care- 
givers of children younger 
than 6 months old; health 
care and emergency medical 
services personnel; everyone 
between 6 months and 24 
years old; and people 25 
through 64 years old who 
have health conditions asso- 
ciated with a higher risk of 
medical complications from 
influenza. 

The ACIP recommends 
that the following groups get 
the seasonal vaccine each 
year: children between 6 
months and 19 years old; 
pregnant women; people 50 
and older; those with certain 
chronic medical conditions; 
people living in nursing 
homes and long-term care 
facilities; and those who live 
with or care for those at 
high risk for complications 
from the flu. 

Certain high-risk groups 
should call their health care 
provider when influenza-like 
symptoms occur: children 
younger than 5, but especial- 
ly younger than 2 years old; 
people 65 or older; pregnant 
women; and people who 


have cancer, blood disorders 
(including sickle cell dis- 
ease), chronic lung disease 
(including asthma or chron- 
ic obstructive pulmonary 
disease), diabetes, heart dis- 
ease, kidney disorders, liver 
disorders, neurological dis- 
orders (including nervous 
system, brain or spinal 
cord), neuromuscular disor- 
ders (including muscular 
dystrophy and multiple scle- 
rosis) and weakened 
immune systems (including 
those with AIDS). 

Children with any of the 
following emergency warn- 
ing signs of flu should go to 
the emergency room: fast 
breathing or trouble breath- 
ing; bluish skin color; not 
drinking enough fluids; not 
waking up or interacting; 
irritability and not wanting 
to be held; fever with a rash; 
and flu-like symptoms that 
improve before returning 
with a fever and worse 
cough. 

Adults with any of the fol- 
lowing emergency warning 
signs of flu should go to the 
emergency room: difficulty 
breathing or shortness of 
breath; pain or pressure in 
the chest or abdomen; sud- 
den dizziness; confusion; and 
severe or persistent vomit- 


ing.

has yet to live up to many of 
its trade guarantees, provides 
substantially less foreign aid 
as a percentage of Gross 
National Income than its 
Western European peers, and 
must act swiftly to perpetuate 
the international commit- 
ment to debt relief...” 

Chairman Michael

truck for many years; a diffi- 
cult task considering the 
wear and tear endured by a 
milk truck. Ice provided the 
refrigeration, and the truck 
floor rotted out and was 
replaced many times. 

Red also kept Tom’s 1952 
Ford pickup truck. Tom used 
to deliver milk with it, with a 
heavy canvas covering the 
milk in the back of the truck. 
It sat beside the house for 
many years after it was 
retired. 

“I was the last person to 
work with T.C. Daly,” wrote 
Doucette, who now runs the

Citgo station in North 
Wilmington. “He was the 
nicest, most mild mannered 
man in town. He delivered 
milk to many homes with lots 
of children in Wilmington, 
and never worried about get- 
paid.” 

Doucette said that he even 
saw a $1,600 milk bill for a 
family with eight children. 
‘Tom Daly never cut them off. 

“All he cared about was.tak- 
ing care of his customers. No 
matter the weather or any- 
thing else, the milk got deliv- 
ered. One snowy morning we 
left the farm, and between 
the farm and Jenks Bridge 
we hit at least 12 snowbanks.

It aged me about 20 years. 
Every morning at 10 o’clock 
we stopped at Huntley’s 
Diner for coffee and a jelly 
donut, hot from Poole’s 
Bakery.” 

Tom Daley ‘died in June 
1959, and the herd was sold 
off. His widow, Mary, rented 
out rooms in the Victorian 
house. 

After Mary Daly died in 
1967, Red bought the farm- 
house and moved in, along 
with his mother. He contin- 
ued taking in boarders for 
many years. People in town 
would call his house “the 
Knollwood Hilton.” 

An arsonist burned the 
barns in 1966. During the sec- 
ond fire, a lineman from 
Reading Light came up to 
disconnect the wires to the 
barn. He dashed up to the 
house and asked old Tony 
Horton how he could get to 
the second floor. “You go up 
the stairs!” said Tony. 

In 1969, the Town Crier 
reported the story of Red’s 
battle with the raccoons, who 
had moved into one of the 
chimneys in the Hilton. Red 
consulted with Otto 
Jacobson, who climbed up on 
the roof, only to be greeted by 
a swarm of hornets, living in 
the chimney. The raccoon 
problem was solved with a 
large quantity of mothballs. 

Red delivered milk from the 
Subufban Dairy in Lowell, no 
longer in glass bottles, but in 
paper cartons. He delivered 
three times a week, and then 
cut back to twice a week. In 
the 1970s, he stopped home 
delivery, but continued deliv- 
ering to some commercial 
accounts. 

The last delivery was in 
November 1982. Red's doctor 
told him to stop. It must have 
been a good call. Red lived in 
retirement for nearly 27 
years. He died on Sept. 11.

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Field Hockey team qualifies for tournament for first time since 2003

After leading the team to its 
second straight Cape Ann 
League title in 1997, then 
Wilmington High School head 
field hockey coach Maureen 
Noone decided to leave her 
Wildcat colors aside as she 
took the same position at 
Andover High. Since leaving, 
the program has never been 
the same - no league titles, 
only one winning season and 
just two tournament appear- 
ances followed since. From 
1970 to 1997, the program had 
won 12 league titles and had 
advanced to the state tourna- 
ment 21 times, with close to 
300 victories, 

During that 1997 season, 
Noone's top goal scorer was 
this little, fast girl named 
Jodi MacKenzie. With an 
extremely bubbly personality, 
MacKenzie not only had the 
knack of scoring goals, but 
she had the knack of always 
having good time with her 
teammates and being a for- 
tune teller. 

“During that season, when- 
ever I made the team run or I 
whenever Jodi was in a ‘mis- 
erable mood, she would tell 
me how unfair I was being 
and that she would take my 
job as head field hockey 
coach at Wilmington some- 
day. I always knew she was 
joking, but little did I know 
that we'd both end up as spe- 
cial education teachers, she 
would become the field hock- 
ey coach (at Wilmington) and 
we both ended up driving the 
same cars. So I think she has 
to stop stalking me,” Noone 
said jokingly with a big 
laugh. 

It was Noone who was a 
huge influence on MacKenzie 
of becoming a coach in the 
sport she loves and since 
playing for Noone the two 
have become very close 
friends. But since that 1997 
season when Noone called it 
quits at WHS - the same 
time MacKenzie would help 
lead her team to a league 
title, then graduate and con- 
tinue to play ats Endicott 
College — the once very proud 
and prestigious field hockey 
program here at Wilmington 
struggled mightily from 1998 
to the first half of last year’s 
season, MacKenzie’s inaugur- 
al coaching year. 

But the past six weeks of 
this fall season all of that 
changed. On Tuesday after- 
noon, MacKenzie watched 
her 2009 Wildcat team come 
from behind to tie Triton 
Regional, 1-1, pushing the 
team’s record to 8-2-3 overall 
and giving the team the nec- 
essary 19 points to qualify for 
the Division 2 North sectional 
tournament. 

This is the first time since 
2003, and just the third time 
since 1997 that the varsity 
program has qualified for the 
playoffs. In fact, since Noone 
left, the program has had just 
one winning season (2000), 
and from 2004 to midway 
through last year’s season, 
the Wildcats were a combined 
11-623 and were outscored 
261-39. 

“I told Jodi when she took 
the job that success wasn’t 
going to happen over night,” 
said Noone. “When I took 


over at Andover, the girls 
there were happy to lose 
while competing and actually

winning was something they 
never heard of. I told Jodi 
that she had to set small 
goals - you couldn’t win a 
state. title in the first year. 
Instead set and meet goals 
like winning the first 15 min- 
utes of a game or keeping the 
ball over midfield for a cer- 
tain amount of time. Jodi had 
a lot of enthusiasm when she 
got the job, so it was just a 
matter of her keeping it up 
(in order for the turn around 
to work).” 

MacKenzie took ‘over the 
reigns before the 2008 season. 
The program was coming off 
a very tough 1-180 season 
and had been outscored 67-5 
during those 19 games. 
MacKenzie had served as the 
team’s JV coach the previous 
four years and was promoted 
as the new varsity coach back 
in February of ‘08. Her coach- 
ing career didn’t start off so 
great with a 1-9-0 record 
through the first ten games 
which included _ being 
outscored 28-1. But then sud- 
denly small steps were taken 
in the final nine games. 

“T've said this before that 
last year we had a pretty 
good team except we couldn't 
score,” said MacKenzie. “This 
year I knew I had some goal 
scorers, but it still took a lit- 
tle work before the team real- 
ly started to play well togeth- 
er. It just took a while for that 
right attitude to come out and 
it just had to keep overlap- 
ping. I told the girls that the 
team had to come together - 
there would be no cattiness, 
everyone had to work togeth- 
er and nothing else should 
matter. 

“All of the girls I have on the 
team did that - they didn’t 
pay much attention to any- 
thing else. Their heads have 
been in it the whole season 


where in past years it wasn’t 
there 100 percent of the time.” 

The second half of last sea- 
son, things started to improve 
and the Wildcats did much 
better. Wilmington finished 
the second half of the season 
with a 2-43 record and were 
outscored 15-9 giving the 
team an 3-13-3 overall record, 


which included being 
outscored 43-10. 
All of those numbers 


changed this season. 
Wilmington and _ Triton 
opened the season with a 0-0 
tie and after that the wins 
started coming as 
Wilmington knocked off 
Masconomet, Amesbury and 
Newburyport to open the sea- 
son at 3-0-1 and giving, the 
team as many wins through 
four games as it had in all of 
2008. 

“When we played and beat

Masco, I think the entire 
team realized (the potential 
we had),” said tri-captain 
Laurel Pickett. “We always 
thought Masco was the top 
team in the ‘league and we 
always tried our best against 
them but we could never beat 
them. When we won that 
game, our heads were up and 
we realized that if we played 
like that, we could beat any 
team.”

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After starting out 3-0-1, 
Wilmington lost back-to-back 
games to North Andover and 
Manchester-Essex, two pow- 
erful teams who have a com- 
bined record of  19-1-3. 
Wilmington dominated play 
the majority of the game 
against North Andover but 
were completely dominated 
by the Hornets. That put the

The Wilmington High golf 
team picked up a pair of vic- 
tories this past week and 
will be headed back to the 
state tournament for the 
first time in since 2005 as 
they improved their record 
on the season to 7-4 overall 
and 6-4 in the Cape Ann 

league with the victories. 

Both wins came on the 
road, first over Ipswich last 
Tuesday by a score of 118-100 
followed by a dramatic 149- 
147 thriller over North read- 
ing that sealed the tourna- 
ment bid last Thursday. 

Thursday’s win was clear- 
ly the biggest victory for the 
program in several years 
and it was delivered in the 
end by a clutch putt by 
sophomore John Keogh who 
sank his putt on the final 
hole with players from both 
team gathered around to 
watch the pressure shot. 

“It was on the par-3 ninth 
(hole) and we knew John 
needed a par too, but he 
pushed his tee shot about 20 
yards off the green we 
thought we might be'in a lit- 
tle trouble,” Wilmington 
coach Steve Lynch said. 
“But he made a great shot 
and pitched onto about five 
feet from the hole and then 
with everybody watching he 
just drained the putt for a 
great clutch shot.” 

It was part of a huge day 
overall for Keogh who fin- 
ished with 27 points to lead 
the Wildcats along with 
junior Tyler Strem who had 
27 of his own. Junior 
Andrew Spurr, who has been 
playing very well of late 
added 25 points, while senior 
Aubrey Ungvarsky added 24 
and senior captain Nick 
Boutoures added 23. 

“Keogh and Strem helped 
us out with big days, but 
really all the kids did a 
great job,” Lynch said. “I 
told them before we started 
that I wanted to see nothing 
less than 20 points from all 
of them and they came 
through. I was very proud 
of them.” . 

The team obviously knew 
what was at stake going into 
the match and Lynch along 
with being proud of the way 
the team played in putting 
up points, was also very 
pleased with the way they 
supported each other 
throughout the match and 
stayed focused on what had 
to be done to qualify for the 


tournament. 

“I have never seen the 
whole team watching every 
second of every group that 
was coming up like they did 
in this one,” Lynch said. 
“And when John sank that 
putt they all cheered like it 
was Justin Leonard sinking 
the putt to win the Ryder 
Cup at the Country Club a 
few years back.” 

Last Tuesday at Ipswich 
Country Club, the Wildcats 
did not put up one of their 
top scores of the season, 
picking up only 118 points on 
a very difficult course, but it 
was enough to come away 
with a victory led by Keogh 
with 24 points, followed by 
Boutoures and Spurr with 22 
points each. 

Keogh and Spurr have both 
stepped up their game as of 
late, much to the delight of 
Lynch and the rest of the 
squad. 

“Keogh has been a little up 
and down, but he has been 
working on his game and 
has improved,” Lynch said. 
“He does not show a lot of 
emotion, he is a very even 
keeled guy which helped 
him on that last shot against 
North Reading. We always 
knew he was a player and he 
has shown that lately.” 

“Spurr has been steady all 
year long for us,” Lynch 
added. “He is our top point 
getter at about 28 per 
match. He is a real com- 
petitor. He has always had a 
good swing and this year he 
really came into his own 
and I think he will be even 
better next year as a 
senior.” 

The Wildcats still have two 
matches left on the season 
with North Andover and 
Masconomet, and Lynch 
would love to see his team 
come up with a couple more

want the winning ways to 
stop. Wilmington needs to 
finish the season strong to 
not only feel confident come 
tournament time, but to host 
a game and possibly win a 
playoff game, something 
that hasn’t happened since 
the 1992 team won two 
games before losing in the 
sectional semi-finals to 
Manchester-Essex. 

“We want to win as many 
more games as we can start- 
ing with the Masco game,” 
said Crannell. “We want to 
get a higher seed for the 
tournament and we want to 
at least win the first round 
game.” 

It’s been that long since a 
Wildcat Field Hockey team 
has won a state tournament 
game, dating back to the 
1992 season when Jan 
Cassidy Wood was in her 
final season as head coach.

Back on October 22nd of 
last year, moments after the 
team defeated Triton 
Regional, 2-1 to end the sea- 
son on a strong note, the 
newly elected three cap- 
tains, Liz Crannell, Jacqui 
Lyman and Laurel Pickett, 
made a notion that the 2009 
Wilmington High School 
Field Hockey team would 
make it to the state tourna- 
ment, something that had 
been unheard of throughout 
most of this decade. 

“The three of us said that 
we wanted to go to states as 
seniors and everyone said 
‘yeah states’ but no one real- 
ly took us seriously,” said 
Lyman.

The 
Wildcats went from 3-13-3 
last year, in last place of the 
Cape Ann League Large 
School standings, to 8-2-3 
right now with six games 
left, and currently stand in 
second place trailing North 
Andover by just two points 
for the league title. 

“I’m really surprised,” 
said Pickett. “I mean com- 
ing into the season I had 
high hopes that hopefully we 
would double our win total 
from last year, but we 
almost tripled it. That’s just 


crazy and I never expected 
that.” 

The 19 points Wilmington

The time before that the

- the last time the program 
won a state tournament 
game, 1992, the three of 
them were just born and 
was the same year the 
Atlanta Braves went to the 
World Series, one year after 
finishing in last place in its 
division. 

Now 17 years later, the 2009 
Wildcat Field Hockey team 
has almost tripled the wins 
it has last year, and has as 
many wins this year as the 
previous four teams had 
combined, 

“I don’t know what the rea- 
son is,” said Pickett. “I 
mean we always had indi- 
vidual talent but I think this 
year we stuck together more 
as a team, and we used our 
individual strengths to 
become work as a team and 
be a better team.” 

It seemed like a new direc- 
tion was taken in the final 
week of last year’s season 
with the exciting game 
against Amesbury, a league 
and state contender almost 
every year, followed up with 
the win over Triton. 

“We have worked hard over 
the last few years, and I 
think coming off three wins

from last year we knew that 
we needed to work that 
much harder in order to 
qualify for the tournament,” 
said Crannell. “But we just 
have been building the team 
up and work together really 
well from the defense to the 
offense and just everyone.” 

That she says is the sole 
reason why the team is 
sporting an 8-2-3 record this 
season, the first winning 
season the program has had 
in nine years. 

“I’m pretty shocked to be 
honest,” said Crannell. “I’m 


really excited that we are 8 . 


2-3 and I never would have 
thought that way heading 
into my senior year.” . 

That’s because the three 
senior captains, and the fel- 
low three seniors, Nicole 
Luz, Sam Palermo and 
Danielle Sugrue seemed to 
have set the standard when 
it comes to suiting up for 
this program.

Led by a terrific air attack 
by junior quarterback Sean 
Hanley, and a running back 
by committee with Butters,

The tough stretch begins 
with the first ofstwo home 
matches this Friday with the 
Newburyport Clippers com- 
ing to town. 

“It’s probably the most ath- 
letic Newburyport team I've 
seen in the last ten years or 

said Wildcat head coach 
Mike Barry. “They just lost to 
Masco but it was a game at 
halftime and the week before 
that they lost 32 to 
Pentucket. Newburyport is 
very fast - they have a state 
champion 200 meter runner 
in the backfield and he’s done 
real well. They are very 
tough to set up a big run 
against so it’s going to be a 
tough game for us.”

Soccer runs in Stephen 
and Leah Potcner’s family, 
even with the two of them 
on complete opposite ends 

of the field. 

The two Wilmington High 
School graduates have 
worked seamlessly up to 
the collegiate level, with 
each earning accolades 
early in their college 
careers. 

However, Stephen is the 
one trying to. score the 
goals. Leah is the one try- 
ing to stop them. 

Stephen is in the midst of 
his junior season as a for- 
ward for the UMass Lowell 
River Hawks and he has 
certainly been scoring 
goals. He leads the team 
with six of them and also 
is the team’s leader in 
points. 

Leah, on the other hand, 
is a sophomore goaltender 
for the Salem State 
Vikings and has certainly 
been stopping goals. She 
boasts a record of 4-2 with 
19 saves and a 0.98 GAA. 
The two siblings are only 
two years apart in age. 
Leah says that she played 
with her brother in the 
yard a little bit growing 
up, but it didn’t last for 
long. 

“(We played a) few times 
when I was younger but as 
we got older his shot got a 
lot more powerful so I did- 
n't really want to deal with 
that,” she said. 

Stephen's powerful shot 
earned him numerous 
accolades at Wilmington 
High School. He graduated 
with the school’s single- 
season record in goals, 
with 28. He was an all-con- 
ference and all-state play- 
er, and he scored a goal in 
the Eastern Mass All-Star 
game. 

However, he redshirted 
his freshman year at 
UMass Lowell to get his 
academics in order. Two 
years later and “30 
pounds” heavier, accord- 
ing to him, he’s come into 
his‘ own. 

“Stephen is a_ strong, 
aggressive center-for- 
ward,” said UMass 
Lowell’s first-year head 
coach Bryan Scales. “He 
can strike a very clean 
ball and is dangerous in 
the air 

“Potsy is fun to watch. He 
likes to compete and is 
always a threat to score. 
He’s got a great personali- 
ty and I have learned a few 
‘Potsyisms’ in the few 
months that I have been 
here.” 

Leah Potener has also 
found success early in her 
career. Last year as a 
freshman she was named 
to the second-team All- 


MASCAC, sporting a 
record of 12-3-1 with eight 
shutouts: 

She’s seen some adversi- 
ty this year, however. She 
has been splitting time 
with another sophomore 
goalie after being the pri- 
mary option last year. 
According to head coach 
Nicolle Wood, Leah has 
taken it all in stride. 

“Leah has remained posi- 
tive and upbeat through 
that challenge,” she said.

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Rams Football team loses a heartbreaker to Chelsea

BILLERICA - In a week- 
end of heartbreaking losses 
for our local teams like the 
Red Sox and Patriots, you can 

add one more to the list. 

And while Shawsheen Tech’s 
heartbreaking 28-27 loss to 
CAC crossover rival Chel’ea 
at Samuel J. Cassidy Field on 
Saturday afternoon probably 
won't cause the entire New 
England region to go into a 
depression, it will certainly 
be a very tough one for any 
Rams player, coach or fan to 
get over. 

The Rams appeared to have 
come up with a dramatic vic- 
tory when, with just over two 
minutes to play in a 21-21 tie, 
defensive tackle Michael Roy 
forced a fumble and defensive 
end Derek Bent picked it up 
and barreled 35 yards all the 
way down to the Chelsea 
three yard line, 

‘Two plays later senior quar- 
terback Kevin White of 
Tewksbury scored on a keep- 


er from the one yard line to 
give the Rams the lead, but 
the extra point-attempt sailed 
wide left and the lead stood at 
just six points at 27-21. 

Still, the Rams felt pretty 
good about themselves at that 
point, as they lined up to kick 
off to the Red Devils and pre- 
pared to play defense. 

“We were feeling good 
because we had shut them 
down on their previous two 
possession and we seemed to 
have figured things out,” 
Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile said. “We felt good 
about having the opportunity 
to stop them with them hav- 
ing to go the length of the 
field.” 

Unfortunately for the Rams 
defense, they never got the 
opportunity to make that 
stop, as Chelsea’s David 
Cortez hauled in the kick at 
the 27 yard, raced forward to 
about the 40 yard line and 
appeared to be stopped by 
virtually the entire Rams cov- 
erage team when he suddenly 


emerged from the scrum and 
raced untouched into the end 
zone for a 73 yard kickoff 
return. The extra poipt made 
the score 28-27 with 1:57 left in 
the game. 

“There were just a lot of 
bodies all crunched together 
and all of a sudden he just 
popped out of there,” 
Costabile said. “It was a 
great move by him. He 
popped out and he was just 
gone.” 

The loss snapped a two 
game winning streak for the 
Rams and they dropped to 2-3 
on the season, while Chelsea 
improved to 5-0 with the win. 
It was a tough loss for 
Costabile and the Rams to 
swallow. Four times they had 
taken the lead and each time 
Chelsea had fought back, 
with obviously the last 
response being the most dev- 
astating. 

“It was a very emotional, 
momentum swinging game,” 
Costabile said. “It was a 
game of real highs and lows. 


The scoring went back and 
forth and every score seemed 
to change everything. There 
were tremendous momentum 
swings.” 

The Rams had taken the 
lead in the first quarter when 
White (9-for-13, 128 yards) 
connected with senior receiv- 
er Derek Steen of Tewksbury 
for a 35 yard pass down to the 
three yard line and senior 
running back Cory Foss (18 
carries, 82 yards) scored 
from there for a7-0 lead with 
8:59 left in the first quarter 
after Nick Danas of 
Wilmington added the first of 
his three extra points. 

Chelsea responded with a 20 
play, 80 yard drive to tie the 
score a 7-7, but Shawsheen 
jumped right back top when 
Foss returned the ensuing 
kickoff 75 yards for a touch- 
down with 3:12 left in the first 
half for a 14-7 lead. 

After rushing for a near 
state record 405 yards against 
North Shore last week, Foss 
was held more in check in 


this one with 82 yards rush- 
ing, but he also hauled in 
seven passes for 72 yards and 
of course had the big return 
for the Rams. 

“I thought both Cory and 
Kevin (White) did a tremen- 
dous job,” Costabile said.

“COUPLES RETREAT” is a comedic look at marriage. 
There is an ensemble cast of eight. In the movie there is 
somewhere a message about fighting to make a marriage 
work despite its pitfalls. The movie will keep you laughing. 


“COUPLES RETREAT”

There’s a message about 
marriage buried deep inside 
the latest Vince Vaughn-Jon 
Favreau piece, but a lot of 
the jokes fall flat in ‘Couples 
Retreat’, the directorial 
debut of Vaughn buddy and 
collaborator Peter 
Billingsley (that's right, 
‘Ralphie’ from ‘A Christmas 
Story’ is all grown up and 
behind the camera now). 

The film starts off with 
Jason Bateman and Kristen 
Bell playing a high-strung 
couple who are having mar- 
ital problems, They come to 
their friends with hopes of 
saving their union by going 
to an island paradise called 
Eden for a fun vacation and 
some couples bonding activ- 
ities, such as therapy ses- 
sions, massages and kayak- 
ing, selling the idea in a 
very impressive PowerPoint 
presentation. 

With eight stars, charac- 
ter development could have 
been superficial or the roles 
forgettable; thankfully, how- 
ever, the majority of charac- 
ters are well-rounded. 

Vaughn plays Dave, a 
character who is still madly 
in love with his wife, Ronnie 
(Malin Akerman,), and 


devoted father and friend. 
He's the most influential of 
the group of friends so once 
he's on board with the trip, 
the others decide to go 
along as well. 

Another couple consists 
of Joey (Favreau) and Lucy 
(Kristin Davis), who have 
all but given up on their 
marriage and are largely 
just staying together until 
their daughter goes off to 
college. The last twosome 
includes Shane, who is still 
heartbroken over his 
divorce, and his 20-year-old 
rebound girlfriend, Trudy . 

Filmed largely in Bora 
Bora, Tahiti, - French 
Polynesia, the film's 
scenery is spectacular, with 
deep blue water, lush trees 
and white sand. Billingsley 
has a knack for comedic 
pacing and lets the scenes 
that deliver funny visuals, 
such as the couples' yoga 
class that features inappro- 
priate touching and grop- 
ing, develop. 

The key factor with any 
ensemble comedy is that all 
of the characters are enter- 
taining enough on their own 
to carry their scenes, and 
that you actually care about 
them a bit.

STORY” 
GRADE: *** 


Does America really 
need to hear whatever 
director Michael Moore is 
yelling through his bullhorn 
this time? 

After previously taking 
on America’s gun culture 
(Bowling for Columbine), 
the Bush administration 
(Fahrenheit 9/11), and 
America’s healthcare crisis 
(Sicko), this time he pres- 
ents his take on what 
caused the financial crisis 
in 2008. 

“Capitalism: A Love 
Story” finds Moore criticiz- 
ing the government bailout 
of privately held businesses. 

And do we need to hear 
what he has to say? Turns 
out, if you listen, you may 
just agree with him. He's 
angry about what has gone 
on in recent years, and he’s 
not alone. 

Moore has been pulling 
this schtick for years ow, 
where he stages a grandiose 
demonstration outside some 
corporate headquarters 
building, demanding to 
speak to the CEO, but all 
that ever gets on film is an 
encounter with a guard at 
the door. 

But ‘Capitalism’ works 
well, inspite of itself at 
times (the story is all over 
the place - segments about 
the sub-prime mortgage 
meltdown and a guy who is 
making a fortune selling 
foreclosed homes, and the 
horrifying bit about compa- 
nies that take out life insur- 
ance policies on their 
employees, so it can collect 
if they die. 

With his dad Moore 
heads to the spark-plug 
plant where his father spent 
his days, which is now a 
debris-covered field. And he 
repeatedly points out that 1 
percent of the population 
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owns 99 percent of the 
wealth, making a sound 
argument in the process 
that the country as a whole 
was shafted by the recent 
bank bailouts (though the 
fact that President Barack 
Obama escapes any criti- 
cism at all does call into 
question his impartiality to 
a degree.) 

You may not like his 
methods, but ‘Capitalism’ is 
coming out at precisely the 
right moment - as people 
start to look around and 
realize that things aren’t 
getting any better any time 
soon, and start wondering 
why. 

Of course, there is some 
irony in the fact that he 
wants you to buy a ticket to 
see his film, thereby allow- 
ing him to make a living - 
capitalism at its best and 
most basic.
